New Blast Slows Down 
Attempts to Reach Miners 


MANNINGTON, W.Va. (AP) 


— A small explosion rumbled 
through a burning coal mine 
Thursday night, moments after 
mine officials expressed only 
slight hope for the safety of 78 
men trapped 800 feet below the 
surface. 


The blast, latest in a series 


since early Wednesday, spewed 
flames and smoke from the 
Llewellyn entrance to Mpuntai. 
neer Coal Co. No. 9 mine. 


James McCartney, a public 


relations aide for the parent 
Consolidation Coal Co.,8called 
the blast "a. setback" for at. 
tempts to rescue the trapped 
miners. 


"It means the fire has gone 


back to the Llewellyn portal," 
he said. He said the blast oc- 
curred at 5:45 p.m., 36 hours 
after the first explosion touched 
off a holocaust deep in the mine. 


Consolidation Vice President 


William Poundstone had said 
minutes earlier there still was 
hope that the trapped miners 
were alive, "but there is still no 
reason to be optimistic." 


He had told a news conference 


that the fire and smoke condi- 
tions in the mine apparently had 
stabilized and that there was 
evidence the fire had dimin. 
ished. 


There was no immediate de. 


termination of how the latest 
blast would affect rescue ef.. 
forts. 


Poundstone would not esti- 


mate when rescue teams could 
enter the smoke-filled shafts 
and "we still don't know where 
the miners are." 


He said continual efforts had 


been made to contact the miss, 
ing men but all were unsuccess. 
ful. 


Poundstone said work already 


has begun on the boring of holes 
through the mountainside in an 
effort to reach the men. But he 
noted the holes would have to go 
down some SOOfeetand said this 
would require two or three 
days. 


"There's a possible chance 


they'll make contact through 
the bore hole," Parks said. 


There were 21 fortunate ones, 


those who managed to escape or 
were pulled from deep ventila- 
tion shafts by a giant crane 
which removed eight miners in 
a scoop bucket a few at a time. 
The eight spent hours huddled 
in a freezing air shaft near a 
ventilation fan.

All Gun Purchases 
Must Be Registered 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed- 


eral 
officials, weathering a 


broadside from the gun indus- 
try, pushed forward Thursday 
with plans for a store counter 
system of registration of all pur. 
chasers of firearms. 
Starting Dec. 16, anyone who 


buys a gun will have to list his 
name, address and description 
on a signed statement that he Is 
legally eligible to purchase the 
weapon. 


"The casualness which has 


been associated with some sales 
of firearms is gone," said Shel. 
don Cohen, commissioner of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 


Tax officials unveiled the re. 


gistration forms at a day-long 
hearing on proposed regulations 
to carry out the sweeping gun 
control law passed by Congress 


after the assassination of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. 


Any person buying a gun over 


the counter or through the malls 
within the boundaries of his own 
state will have to fill out the 
form which Includes a descrip. 
tion of the weapon as well as the 
purchaser. The store will have 
to keep the record permanently. 
Congress defeated proposals' 


for licensing of all gun owners 
and registration of firearms. 
But with the store records on 
firearms 
buyers, a weapon 


could be traced through its se- 
rial number to the owner. 


The gun control law, which 


forbids mail sales of arms and 
ammunition across state lines, 
outlaws all sales of any type to 
ex-convicts, drug addicts, the 
mentally ill and minors.

Bilateral Economic Pact

LAGOS—Nigeria and the So- 


vlet Union signed their first 
bilateral economic and techni- 
cal 
assistance 
agreement 


Thursday, a $140 million pack- 
age of long-term credits form- 
alizing the close relationship 
that the UJS.S.R. has been build- 
ing with this war-torn nation. 


The agreement marks a fresh 


success in the long Soviet drive 
to gain influence with the mill* 
tary government of the conti- 
nent's most populous nation. 
A British colony until I960, 
Nigeria had been decidedly cool 
to the Communist bloc until 
the civil war that began 16 
months ago made the Soviet 
Union a major arms supplier 
to the federal side. 


With the United States refus- 


ing to permit the export of any 
weapons to either Nigeria or 


secessionist Biafra, and Great 
Britain initially reluctant to 
supply federal needs, the Soviet 
Union, 
Czechoslovakia 
and 


Egypt stepped in. Two months 
after fighting broke out on July 
6,1967, four Czechoslovak Del- 
fin jet fighters and 15 Russian 
MIG-17's arrived in Nigeria. 
Earlier this year IL-28 bomb, 
ers appeared. 


Shortly before the arrival on 


Nov. 10 of an eight-member 
Soviet economic team which 
toured the country before sign- 
ing Thursday's pact, Nigeria 
also took delivery of six more 
MIGs and roughly a score of 
Russian jeeps and command 
cars.

Ron Brumagln of the state 


Health Department said there 
was 
a lack of landfill sites 


in the county. Access to such 
sites and location within 
a 


reasonable and economical dis- 
tance of refuse collection areas 
also pose problems, the spokes- 
men said. 


The county is now creating a

Incidents In the demilitarized 
zone dividing Vietnam, said Fri. 
day that American artillery 
fired back into the northern half 
of the buffer strip for the first 
time since the Nov. 1 bombing 
halt. 


The two Incidents occurred 


Thursday and were described 
by U.S. headquarters as "ene. 
my-initiated activity." They 
were the 20th and 21st reported 
in the zone since the cessation 
of the bombing of North Viet, 
nam. 


The command gave this ac- 


count: 


At 9:30 a,m. Thursday a U.S. 


Army 
aerial 
observer was 


flying a reconnaissance mission 
over the southern half of the 
DMZ and received 50-caliber 
machine-gun fire from a North 
Vietnamese army position in the 
northern half of the zone. The 
site was pinpointed as 4% miles 
north of Gio Linh near .the Ben 
Hai River that divides the six. 
mile-wide DMZ. The air observ- 
er called In Army and Marine 
artillery fire, "resulting to one 
secondary explosion with a 
large fireball and the destruc- 
tion of the enemy machine gun 
position." 


There were no U.S. casualties 


and any enemy losses were un. 
known. 


The second incident occurred 
little more than an hoar later 
when an air observer Hying a 


reconnaissance mission over the 
southern half of the zone came 
under antiaircraft fire from a 
position six miles north.north. 
east of Gio Linh in the northern 
half of the zone, the Command 
said. U.S. Army artillery fire 
again was called In and the ene- 
my gun position was silenced. 


American headquarters em- 


phaslzed that the reconnals. 
sance planes were over the 


southern half of the DMZ, that 
they were fired on from the 
northern half and that the artll. 
lery that hit back was In South 
Vietnam south of the DMZ. 


Radio Hanoi charged, mean, 


while, that the United States 
had stationed artillery units in- 
side the southern half of the 
zone and said U.S. forces had 
shelled three North Vietnamese 
villages In the northern half.

With Little to Cheer About 


PARK (AP) - 
President 


Charles de Gaulle turns 78 Fri. 
day—and on the home political 
front there's little to celebrate 
or be cheery about. 


The franc, so recently one of 


his greatest prides, has been 
badly battered. The delicate 
mechanisms of his policy of 
trying to be middleman between 
East and West have been jarred 
by the Russian invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. His massive 
majority to the National Assem- 
bly—though still solid—is be. 
coming restive, and muttering 
mat government policies are 
contradictory or indecisive, or 
both. 


The deep.blttag educational 


reform Is on the point of passing 
from theory to practice. No one 
knows yet how it will work, and 
everyone seems worried. 


There are fears that the econ. 


omy is not as healthy as the 
ministers keep saying. 


Plans are to the offing for de- 


centralizing the government ad. 
minlstratlve apparatus. Another 
proposal will give workers some 
kind of share to company man- 
agement and profits. Not every- 
one is enchanted with either 
Idea, but De Gaolle favors both, 
so they'll be put Into effect. 


There is no Indication that De 


Gaulle is unduly upset about 
any of the current difficulties. 
He is a man who has carved out 
a large place to French history 
by dealing with major disasters, 
to the face of less important po- 
litical tremors, he is unflappa- 
ble. 


One bright point to the midst 


of his troubles is a marked 
warming of relations with the 
United States to recent months. 


As far as anyone on the out- 


side knows, the birthday will 
pass unnoticed at Elysee Pa. 
lace. De Gaulle, aloof and aus. 
tere, Is not the kind of man who 
would welcome a visit by his 
staff to sing "happy birthday." 


Although De Gaulle 
once 


wrote "old age Is a shipwreck," 
that was to reference to some, 
one else. De Gaulle's health 
seems solid, his mind alert, hi* 
memory 
amazing. 
The one 


weak point is his failing eye. 
sight. 


"Aides literally rush ahead of 


him when he walks outside his 
office or private apartment to 
make sure he does not run Into 
a glass door," said one source. 


A public opinion poll pub, 


lished this week Indicated 58 per 
cent of the French people are 
happy with the way De Gaulle is 
conducting France's 
affairs.

The ministry measures the 


lean yearly but is planning no 
special measures to support the 
tower, the spokesman added. In 
comparison, the Leaning Tower 
of Hsa, only 180 feet high, is 
more than 16 feet out of line. 


The Big Ben tower was erect- 


ed in the 1850s as part of new 
parliament buildings designed 
by Charles Barry to replace 
those destroyed in an 1834 fire. 
fts clock, with four faces each 
23 feet across, began keeping 
time in 1859. 


The origin of the name "Big 


Ben" is obscure. Historians say 
it may have been derived from 
Sir Benjamin Hall, commission- 
er of works in the 1850s, or from 
Benjamin "Big Ben" Caunt, a 
champion boxer of the time.

eral judge denied Thursday a 
request to delay the Dec. 1 ef.

U.S. District Judge Howard F. 


Corcoran said that the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Com. 
mission (EEOC) had the power 
to issue the guidelines. 


The American Newspaper 


Publishers Association and the 
Evening Star Newspaper Co. of 
Washington had asked for a pre- 
liminary injunction and a stay 
of the Dec. 1 effective date until 
a full hearing, with evidence, 
could be held. 
Still pending is a request for a 


permanent injunction. 


The ANPA brought the action 


on behalf of Itself and its mem. 
bership of more than 1,000 daily 
newspapers representing some 
90 per cent of the dally and Sun- 
day newspaper circulation in 
the United States. 


The attorney for ANPA con- 


tended that the EEOC guideline 
was a regulation that has the 
force and effect of law. 


In his order, Corcoran said 


the guideline was not such a 
regulation. 


He said that the EEOC has no 


enforcement powers. 


In a suit alleging violation of 


. guideline, he said, "the 


guideline is not binding upon the 
court but is evidence only of the 
commission's interpretation of 
the statute. The court is free to 
interpret the statute differently 
if it chooses to do so." 


The guideline, issued last 


Aug. 14, said that help wanted 
ads cannot indicate a prefer, 
ence, limitation, specification or 
discrimination based on sex un- 
less sex is a bonafide occupa.

what Dent calls "18 other spe. 
cific safety omissions In the 
present law." 


— Require the secretary of 


Health, Education and Welfare _ 
to develop health criteria for 
mines, and give the Secretary of 
Interior the power to issue and 
enforce HEW's health stand, 
ards. 


— Provide for civil penalties 


and court injunctions to prevent 
what the government finds to be 
unsafe practices in mines.

hospitals so even they would 
not be left entirely in tlie care 
of their families, officials said. 


The strike over union jurisdic- 


tion was apparently joined by 
about a third of the hospitals' 
3,000 attendants. It started Mon- 
day at Creedmore State Hospi. 
tal In Queens and spread Thurs- 
day morning to the Bronx and 
Manhattan state hospitals. A 
State Supreme Court justice is- 
sued an injunction to stop it 
Thursday afternoon, but a strike 
leader said the order would be 
disregarded. 
"It doesn't really have any ef. 


feet," said Lillian Roberts, or. 
ganizer for Council 50 of the 
AFL.CIO American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employes. "The strike will go 
on." 
The ward attendants made it 


evident they know what the 


strike means to the hospitals' 
patients. 


"When we walked out, the pa. 


tients asked us to take them 
with us," saidElmaMayfield, 
an attendant for 10 years at 
Creedmoor. "We're the ones 
who take them home for holi« 
days and weekends. We're the 
ones they talk to, because they 
are too nervous to talk to the 
doctors." 


Miss Ethel Fuller, another 10 


year attendant at Creedmoor, 
refused to "abandon" her pa. 
tients and continued to work. 


"My patients need me," she 
said. "I'm against any action 
that endangers the life and 
health of a patient." 


The strike is the latest in a 


rash of illegal walkouts by gov. 
ernmental employes in New 
York City. The biggest was

Gyps vs. Businessmen 


In recent weeks, business- 


men in cities across the land 
have been approached by sin- 
cere-sounding solicitors ask- 
ing for contributions for the 
purchase of books on Negro his- 
tory to be used in predomin- 
antly 
Negro libraries and 


schools » an appealing cause 
indeed in this era of racial 
strife. 


But, as those who checked in- 


to one history book promotion 
found, 
t h e 


money collect- 
ed is going di- 
rectly into the 
pockets of the 
s olicitor s. 
The l o c a l 
churches with 
which they say

ated 
h a v e

never heard of them. In an- 
other solicitation last year - 
this one involving books about 
famous Negroes to be purchased 
by a "foundation" for the bene- 
fit of ghetto schoolchildren - it 
also turned out that the sole 
beneficiaries were the promo- 
ters themselves. 


These are just samples of the 


unscrupulous promotions cur- 
rently aimed at U.S. businesses 
and businessmen, which prob- 
ably 
translate 
into losses 


amounting to tens of millions of 
dollars each year. Thus, here is 
a guide to help you spot — and 
avoid - today's lengthening list 
of gyps and schemes: 


-I- A salesman in another city 


telephones you, the company 
president or other top execu- 
tive, says he's a friend of one 
of your overseas agents or a 
friend of another executive in 


your company. He then tells a 
heartrending story about a rela- 
tive who has died, leaving an of- 
fice supply business wMch must 
be liquidated immediately. If 
you agree to buy up the sup- 
plies 
for use by your com- 


pany, at "sacrifice" prices, you 
are more than likely to receive 
far more supplies than you or- 
dered and to pay a lot more 
money than you had planned. You 
also are ignoring what surely 
would be your own sound advice 
to others in your company: 
leave such matters to experi- 
enced purchasing agents. 


+ A promoter name-drops Ms 


way into your office, offering 
custom-tailored suits at bar- 
gain-basement prices. It's hard 
to believe that any sophisticated 
businessman would put down de- 
posits of up to $200, or even pay 
in full, and end up receiving a 
badly made or wrong-sized suit, 
or no suit at all. But he does. 
It's also exceedingly difficult to 
measure the extent of this swin- 
dle, because few businessmen 
are willing to report the embar- 
rassing details. 


+ A telephone solicitor calls 


the advertising department of 
your company, asks your firm 
to take out an ad in a labor jour- 
nal he represents. He may make 
vague 
reference to "labor 


troubles" If your company re- 
fuses to buy an ad. Or your 
company may simply receive a 
bill for ads it never authorized. 
Obviously, the guideline here 
for an advertising department 
is to check up on any medium, 
particularly an unknown pub- 
lication. 


+ You, the businessman, aie 


"awarded" or 
"nominated" 


this or that as a prominent 
businessman. You find, though, 
that to get the award you must 
make a substantial financial out- 
lay » for the benefit of those 
making the award. Or you may 
be approached by a photograph- 
er who says he has urgent in- 
structions to obtain a picture 
of you for use in a newspaper 
or magazine. His real goal is 
to lure you into paying exorbi- 
tant prices for photographs you 
didn't want in the first place. 


Over and above them all, pos- 


sibly today's most widespread 
gyp against businesses is the 
'•business directory" scheme. 
A little known, or even non- 
existent, classified business 
directory outfit sends hundreds 
of thousands 
of invoice-like 


statements to businesses req- 
uesting payment of from $40 
to $90 for inclusion of the 
company in the annual directory, 
which you're likely to confuse 
with the widely known Yellow 
Pages. 


The solicitations may say, in 


fine print, that they are not in- 
voices, but they still look like 
invoices and accounting depart- 
ments frequently confuse them 
with bills and pay them. One 
correspondent of mine has for- 
warded to me more than two 
dozen invoices his company has 
received in the past year or so. 
U.S. businesses have lost mil- 
lions of dollars in this one 
scheme. 


And this is only a sampling! 


You can be smart — and vul- 
nerable too. 
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A RARE lung disease in humans, 
called sequoias!;, has been linked 
to California's giant redwood 
trees by medical researchers at 
Stanford University. The cause of 
the condition has been traced to 
fungi in redwood sawdust.

PARIS — One immediate re. 


suit of the Czechoslovakian 
crisis has been a tightening op 
of the two alliances that divide 
Europe into Western and East- 
ern blocs. Furthermore, 
in 


each instance — Quit of NATO 
and that of the Warsaw Pact» 
ties between the sisperpowers 
and their smaller allies have 
been strengthened. 


As a consequence, efforts 


to encourage dissolution of the 
blocs and gradual cementing of 
new continental links are now 
in abeyance. There is distinct 
wariness on both sides of the 
ideological frontier, mounting 
suspicion and a renewed fear 
of ultimate hot war. 


NATO showed at its recent 


Brussels meeting that it is 
facing the future with revived 
confidence even though no truly 
dramatic new pledges to build 
alliance strength were made. 
It is obvious that De Gaulle 
has discarded all thought of 
denouncing the North Atlantic 
Treaty when this becomes pos- 
sible next year. 


Prior to the occupation of 


Czechoslovakia the general al* 
ways entertained formal with, 
drawal as a possibility if a 
favorable new situation de- 
veloped In the East. The situa. 
tion that developed was new 
but scarcely favorable. 


Consequently small signs in- 


dicate that French policy toward 
NATO is less skeptical than at 
any time in recent years. How- 
ever, Paris showed no enthusi- 
asm for Bonn's suggestion that 
the United States undertake for 
a minimum of three years to 
maintain its existing troop 
strength in Europe. 


The present French attitude 
still differs vastly from that 
of the Fourth Republic. Then 
France wanted specific assur- 
ances 
from Washington and 


London that the United States 
and Britain would not denounce 
the North Atlantic Treaty when 
this became permissible in 
1969 and also wanted the U.S. 
to pledge a fixed proportionate 
share of allied divisions 
in 


Europe. 


In those days France was a 


member of NATO's big three 
standing: group which no longer 
exists. Paris wished the stand, 
ing group to coordinate allied 
strategy for Asia and Africa 
as well as Europe — much as 
later requested by De Gaulle 
in his suggestion of a three- 
power directorate, a sugges- 
tion spurned by Eisenhower. 
It is interesting to find the 
French now quietly discuss, 
ing Mediterranean and North 
African strategic matters in 
private talks with the Ameri- 
cans. 


The most striking current 


contrast is in the voluntary 
revival of NATO vigor as 
against the imposed dynamism 
of the Warsaw Pact. When 
France opted out of NATO's 
military organization and re- 
quested its allies to leave, they 
did. The mere thought that po- 
litical changes might loosen 
Czechoslovakia ties with the 
Warsaw Pact prompted Moscow 
to occupy its little partner. 


One consequence was to shock 


many international Communist 
leaders and, among Russia's 
partners, Rumania particularly 
objected to misuse of the pact 
against allies rather than ene- 
mies. Nevertheless, even Ru- 
mania acknowledges that it still 
adheres loyally to the Warsaw 
treaty and would fight to de- 
fend it. 


The device used by both co- 
alitions, which enables each to 
take specific actions even when 
they are not unanimously en. 
dorsed, is that of a smaller 
caucus inside the alliance.Thus 
a defense planning group within 
NATO meets regularly although 
France is neither part of it car 
technically bound by its de. 
cisions. Likewise, the occupa- 
tion of Czechoslovakia 
was 


opposed by Rumania and is not 
officially considered a Warsaw 
Pact operation _ only an op- 
eration by five Warsaw Pact 
partners. 


The nasty situation brought 


about by the Chechoslovakian 
affair still festers in Europe's 
heart. For obvious reasons, 
deep mistrust was revived in 
the West. Moscow is therefore 
doing its best in the East to 
beat the tired old war drum of 
"West German militarism.'* 
This has managed to revive 
hostility and suspicion of both 
Bonn and NATO. 


The military balance in 


Europe may have been some, 
what tipped in Russia's favor 
by the strengthening of advance 
Soviet positions in Bohemia. 
This comes after a long period 
during which Moscow had de- 
liberately built up its naval 
Power on Europe's vital south, 
ern flank in the Mediterranean. 


However, while NATO has not 


yet managed to offset these 
moves, its own moral and po- 
litical strength have been re- 
inforced at a crucial time, Just 
before it becomes legally per- 
missible for members to with- 
draw. This is a gain which in 
the long run should outweigh 
Russia's temporary tactic*!ad- 
vantage ~ achieved at the ex- 
pense of Soviet world prestige 
and Moscow* s popularity among 
allies on whose good will so 
much depends.

Wallace and the Third Party 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. — The big question 


politicians are asking is whether George Wal- 
lace can keep his third party alive. Will the 
United States desert its unique two4>arty sys. 
tern? Teddy Roosevelt, Bob La Follette, Strom 
Thurmond and Henry Wallace have launched 
third parties in this century. All fizzled. Will 
George Wallace be an exception? 


The shellacking he took at 


the polls, his friends say^iasrft 
diminished his determination 
to reach the White House. He 
bounced back from defeat when 
he first ran for governor of 
Alabama, and they expect him 
to pursue the presidency with 
the same doggedness. 


After John Patterson defeated 


Mm for the governorship in 
. 
1958, Wallace campaigned up 
Andenon 


and down the state for the next four years. He 
shook hands 
at every country crossroads, 


spoke in every grubby hall, hustled votes 
down every country lane. 


He also learned the catchwords and cliches 


that arouse the rabble. In his 1958 campaign 
he had posed as the champion of the unwashed, 
but he had been a racial moderate. He dls. 
covered, however, that Alabama voters were 
more fired up over desegregation than over 
economics. Never again, he told friends, would 
he let anyone "ouUseg" him. 


So for the next four years, friends predict, 


George Corley Wallace will apply nationally 
the tactics that made Mm a power in Alabama, 
He will crisscross the country, repeating the 
slogans that inflame the crowds, in behalf of 
Ms third.party movement. 


He will attempt to establish the American 


Independent party as a permanent force in all 
50 states. He will encourage thirckparty can. 
didates to run for state and local offices. 
Some insiders believe he will run for governor 
or. Senator in Alabama himself in 1970 to gain 
a better platform for Ms next presidential 
campaign. 
•f 


The only announcement Wallace has made is 


that he will return to his law practice. This 
has prospered in the past without Ms direct 
participation. His Montgomery, Ala., law firm 
—Wallace and Wallace— is run by Ms brother, 
Gerald "Sag" Wallace. The practice consists 
chiefly of clients who seek favors from the 
state. 


The Wallace brothers had little money be- 


fore George became governor. While George 
was scaling the political peaks, Sag soared 
to the financial heights, though he denies he's 
traded on Ms brother's name. 


Alabama businessmen have complained that 


George Wallace has bted them dry of campaign 
funds. Some state contractors said they could 
no longer afford to do busines<? with the state 
if he wrings any more money out of them to 
finance Ms constant politicking. 


Wallace has also collected thousands of dol- 
lars from right-wing extremists who have 
MASON DENISON 


thoroughly infiltrated his movement. At least 
one extremist, Roy Harris, who publishes the 
righUwing Augusta, Ga., Courier, is a member 
of bis inner circle. 


In many states, the Wallace campaign was 


organized by the John Birch Society, which 
dispensed extremist Blrchite literature out of 
WaUacerfor-Presldent headquarters. Bard Lo- 
gan, a militant Bircher and chairman of the 
Wallace campaign in Texas, purged Wallace 
workers who weren't in sympathy with the 
John Birch Society. 


At the local level, Birchers are now maneu. 


verlng for control of the American Independent 
party machinery that Wallace is attempting to 
install permanently in the 50 states. 


Both George Wallace and the John Birch 


Society, apparently, are using one another 
for their own purposes. 


"I am not going to denounce the John Birch 
Society," Wallace has said. "I know a few of 
its members in Alabama, and they are some of 
our finest citizens.*' 


It is a measure of Wallace's political flexi. 


bility that he started out in politics as a 
moderate. He attended the famous 1948 Demo, 
cratic convention as an alternate delegate. 
When Hubert Humphrey delivered his ringing 
civil rights speech that caused Strom Thur- 
mond to lead a massive Southern walkout. 
Wallace, believe it or not, stayed behind. 


He refused to join Thurmond's thirtUparty 


movement in 1948 and remained a loyal Demo, 
crat. Now he has discovered he can make 
more political hay as a demagogue than a 
Democrat and is leading the third^arty move- 
ment he had spurned 20 years ago. More on 
the future of George Wallace and his third 
party will follow in a future column. 


The South 'is waiting to see what kind of 


Judges Richard Nixon will appoint. In the past, 
Republican Presidents usually have appointed 
better Southern Judges than Democratic Presi- 
dents because they didn't have to get their 
Judges OK»d in advance by Southern Senators. 


President Elsenhower, for instance, appointed 


some of the best judges the South has seen in a 
long time, including Elbert Tuttle in Atlanta, 
John Minor Wisdom in New Orleans, John R.

Last week, however, Judge Cox handed down

President Johnson appointed former Gov. 


James Coleman to the Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals and, although the appointment caused 
some criticism, Coleman has turned out to be 
a fair and forthright judge.

Yet the analysis of 
the major Western diplomats 
here is that the Soviet leaden 
want to talk about cutting the 
costs and risks of the arm*

the Mediterranean. 


There is no urgent "crisis" 


on the home front here. The 
Soviet writers and artists ques- 
tion the ability of the aging 
politicians of the politburo to 
decide what is a good picture 
or an acceptable sonnet, but 
unlike Nixon, they are not faced 
with anything quite so im. 
mediate or physical as the 
Negro protests In the American 
cities or the demonstrations by 
the Students for a Democratic 
Society in the American univer- 
sities. The young people here 
are not rebelling; they are 
bored. The problem in the So- 
viet Union is not personal or 
limited but general; the feeling 
is getting around that the Com. 
munist "system" is not working 
at home or abroad, and tMs 
widespread feeling here of fall- 
ing behind the trend of 
the 


times » and of not 
being 


able to do anything about it >. 
makes Nixon's problems seem 
almost comfortable. 


So the Soviet leaders -- accord- 


ing to tMs analysis, at least - 
are ready for talks, and maybe 
even for change, and they are 
waiting for Nixon to see whether 
he offers an excuse for a new 
beginning. 


They 
are particularly in- 


terested in knowing what kind of 
men he will choose to head the 
State, Defense and Treasury De- 
partments -- and ask endless 
questions about Douglas Dil- 
lon, Nelson Rockefeller, Wil- 
liam Scranton and all the other 
possible candidates for Mgh of- 
fice in Washington. 


They retain their doubts about 


Nixon, but never in the last 15 
years has a visitor heard so 
little criticism of him as now, 
for they seem determined to 
keep their personal prejudices 
against him from getting in the 
way of their vital interests. 


Accordingly, they are 
very 


cautious even about mentioning 
his name. Premier Kosygln 
warned Sen. Albert Gore of 
Tennessee here tMs week that 
there was no future in the 
"negotiation of force." People 
who 
talked about "military 


superiority" as a means of 
discussing problems with the 
Soviet Union would get no* 
where, he emphasized. He was - 
obviously talking about Nixon, 
and using Nixon's campaign 
phrases, but he never mention- 
ed Ms name. 


Also Kosygin is notinterested 


in discussing the Nixon admin- 
istration with visiting Ameri- 
can reporters. "It is a very 
delicate moment," his spokes, 
man say. "We must wait for 
Mr. Nixon to speak first." 


On the whole, this is a more 


encouraging picture of the So- 
viet Union's reaction to Nixon 
than one gets in Washington. 
Soviet officials are highly de- 
fensive about their action in 
Czechoslovakia. 
They 
are 


sharply critical of Secretary 
of State Rusk's call for stiff, 
er defenses in Western Europe 
and Ms warnings about Soviet 
action against Yugoslavia and 
Austria. But they are talking 
peace in Vietnam and the Mid- 
die East, and arms control and 
negotiations with the Nixon ad- 
ministration, and even

To mark the 25th anniversary, 


the government of the Gilbert 
andEllice Islands Colony is ar.

ministrations announcedin Lon- 
don. 


A commemorative plaque will 


be placed at Betio harbor. An 
official U.S. military detach, 
ment will be among the visitors.

Thaw on Funds 
For Roads 
'Fiscal Fakery' 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Penn. 


sylvania Highways Secretary 
Robert G. Bartlett Thursday 
called the federal government's 
announced "thaw" on road 
funds "fiscal fakery at the fed- 
eral level." 
Bartlett said that he received 


notice from Washington Thurs. 
day morning that federal high- 
way trust funds for new Penn- 
sylvania projects will amount to 
$1.4 million in December. 


But, he said, the state had not 


received any funds for new 
projects since the "freeze" was 
announced Sept. 6 after having 
anticipated an average of $25 to 
$30 million a month in federal 
funds in its 1968.1969 fiscal bud. 
get. 


The result, he said, was that 


many projects are stopped cold 
as they come off the drawing 
board. The $1.4 million, Bartlett 
said, won't be enough to begin 
large scale projects such as the 
$35 million superstructure for 
the Girard Point Bridge in Phil- 
adelphia. 


The problem, he said, is that 


Pennsylvania's $480 
million 


highway budget for the current 
fiscal year is tied directly to 
receipt of $319 million in feder. 
al funds. 


"The lifting of the freeze was 


a misrepresentation in fact," 
said 'Bartlett. "Pennsylvania 
now becomes the villain be.

From 
this base their planes were able 
to attack shipping between the 
United States and Australia. 


In August 1942, to divert Jape, 


nese forces from Guadalcanal, 
the Americans launched a raid, 
ledby Lt. Col. E. P. Carlson, on 
the seaplane base. 


K was successful, but its 


immediate effect was to cause 
the Japanese to rethink their de. 
fenses in the Group. They con* 
centratedon Tarawa and turned 
Betio into a fortress, covered 
with a maze of bunkers, pillbox* 
es and interconnecting trenches. 
Heavy coastal guns, sold to Ja- 
pan by Britain during the Rus- 
so-Japanese war, were installed 
at either end. 


In 1943 the Japanese were 


forced to the defensive. They 
were under heavy pressure in 
New Guinea and the Solomons. 
The Japanese fleet was badly 
mauled at Rabaul on Nov. 5. 


Hie Americanforces mounted 


Operation Galvanic against the 
Gilbert group. Its three objec- 
tives were to capture Maldn 
atoll with its seaplane base, 
Tarawa atoll and Abemama, an 
atoll some 75 miles southeast of 
Tarawa. 


The 2nd Marine Division, 


commanded by Maj. Gen. Ju. 
lian Smith, was assigned to the 
attack on Tarawa. 


In the early hours of Nov. 20 


the guns of three battleships, 
five cruisers and nine destroy- 
ers opened up with a prelimi- 
nary bombardment of Betio. 
Under cover of this barrage the 
assault troops moved in. 


The tide was very low and the 


only assault craft which could 
cross the reef about 1,000 yards 
from shore were amphibious 
tractors, of which there was a 
limited number. 


Col. David Shoup led the first 


troops which hit the shore just 
after 9 a.m. and despite heavy 
losses managed to establish a 
toehold. The slaughter began 
when the landing craft with the 
following waves grounded on 
the reef and the Leathernecks 
were forced to wade waist deep 
for hundreds of yards to the 
beach through crossfire. 


By the end of the first day a 


beachhead some 300 yards deep 
had been established. The fol- 
lowing day the issue remained 
In doubt until about noon, with 
reinforcements coming under 
very I:eavy fire. 


Gradually the tide of battle 


turned and the Americans ad- 
vanced from pillbox to pillbox. 


More reinforcements 
were 


landed on the island Nov. 22 A.

night was beaten off. 


The next morning the mop- 


ping up operation continued and 
at 1:12 p.m. on Nov. 23 Betio 
was declared secured.

Dickinson Denies Report 
Of Conspiring A Boycott 


NEW YORK (AP) — Gardner 


Dickinson Jr., president of the 
American 
Professional Golf- 


ers, denied Thursday that the 
APGis conspiring to boycott the 
PGA championship in Dayton, 
Ohio, next August. 


"The basis for this charge is 


not clear," Dickinson said in a 
statement, referring to a law 
suit filed by the Professional 
Golfers Association. 


"We deny that any player has 


stated his intention not to play 
in the PGA championship if eli- 
gible. There is not a single play- 
er who has refused toplay." 


Dickinson's statement was in 


reaction to an amendment filed 
by the PGA to its suit in UjS, 
District Court in Wilmington, 
Del. In its latest action, the 
PGA charges that the APG and 
its members are engaged in a 
conspiracy to boycott the PGA 
tournament. 


The APG was created earlier 


this year by tour golfers who 
broke away from the PGA In a 
dispute over control of the tour. 
The APG says 194 of the 205 
tour golfers have signed with 
the new group. 


The problem with entries for 


the PGA tournament, one of the 
three biggest of the year, stems 
from the lack of certainty over 
who will be eligible for the tour- 
nament. 


The PGA rules provide sever, 


al categories of eligibility. For 
example, either the.tcpVOmon. 
ey winners or the golfers with 
the 70 lowest average scores m 
tournaments in the year prior to 
the PGA tournament are eligi- 
ble. 


Also eligible are winners of 


PGA cosponsored tournaments 
played since the last PGA. 


The prime question now, and 


one which concerns the Dayton 
Chamber of Commerce, cospon- 
sor oftheAugusttournament,is 
whether the PGA will consider 
winners of APG cosponsored 
tournaments eligible. 


The APG says it has 22 tour- 


naments lined up, the first one 
scheduled for Los Angeles in 
January. 


When the tour golfers formed 


the APG, they said they would 
honor any existing contracts for 
PGA cosponsored tournaments. 
The only twosuchtournaments, 
however, are the PGA and the 
Bob Hope Classic.

Another rider scheduled for 
Hiss Early's race, Glenn Gro- 
gan, said he told Miss Early he 
would ride against her "if all 
the other guys were going to."

WHAT IS BOSTELING? 


If you like to spice up your life with a 


touch of outdoor adventure; get off the beaten 
track to bicycle down a country road, canoe 
a scenic river, or backpack off into the hinter- 
lands; if your budget requires that you watch 
your dimes and dollars—then there's some- 
thing you should hear about. The something 
is hosteling. 


All that is required is that you be young 


in spirit and have the youthful enthusiasm to 
carry you to the really exciting places that 
exist in the realm of hosteling. Your present 
age or family status has nothing to do with 
being acceptable to the new idea that is sweep- 
ing the country. 


If it sounds as if I'm all hepped up on the 


idea—I am. For it is a return to the sensible 
means of enjoying the great outdoors that 
existed when I was a youngster. Those days 
when you could get around the country with 
nothing much more than a blanket and a can 
of beans. 
We slept in some farmer's barn 


rather than shelling out the price of a fancy 
motel room, cooked our meals at astreamside, 
and walked our way into a whole wonderful 
world of adventure. 


The idea's a little different now, but the 


basics are the same. 
The opportunity to 


travel where you wish, do the things you 
want to do, and not have to work the rest 
of your life paying off the bills you accu- 
mulated while having your fun. 


A hostel, in its most elementary sense, is 


a shelter wherein the traveller can spend 
the night. 
If it is a specially built facility 


it 'will have separate dorms for men and 
women, a lounging area, and cooking facili- 
ties. 
But in general, it can be a school, 


camp, church, community center, farm home, 
or almost any kind of a structure that fur- 
nishes a roof over one's head. The average 
cost of a bunk bed is somewhere between 
one and two dollars. 


The person using the facility is expected 


to furnish his own bedding (usually a sleep- 
ing bag) and carry his own food. 
But there 


is no reason that meals cannot be furnished 
by ihe hostel operator if he desires. 


Who uses the facilities—who are the hostel- 
ers? 
That's something that is hard to be 


explicit about. 
In Europe it is mostly the 


youth of the various countries who travel 
about using the hostels along the way, but 
in America the idea of hosteling appeals to 
all from the teenagers to the aged, and from 
the single person to the family with numer- 
ous offspring. 
Business men, professional 


men, school teachers, and a host of others 
are using hosteling as a means of getting 
close to nature and breaking the grind of liv- 
ing in an affluent society by roughing it a bit. 


And they come to the hostels in widely varying 


numbers. Singles, couples, groups and organiz- 
ed clubs interested in hiking, bicycling, canoe- 
ing, backpacking, snowshoeing, cross country 
skiing, and lately with snomobiles find hostel 
traveling to be the ideal solution to getting 
around over the country. 


At present the idea of hosteling is sweeping 


the Eastern Seaboard, the West Coast, and areas 
throughout the Midwest. 
So much so that a 


national organization of hostelers, American 
Youth Hostels, Inc., has been formed and 
presently has 30,000 members. A Pittsburgh 
council alone has 700 members. And the AYH 
membership is advancing daily. 


Last weekend some of us met with a group of 


representatives of the Pittsburgh club in an 
effort to learn more about hosteling in America. 
Not only from the standpoint of learning what 
membership in the organization had to offer 
the outdoorist, but we wanted to feel out what we 
thought hosteling could do for our present drive 
to attract tourists to Kinzua Country. Believe 
me, I am sure we were a'l surprised at the 
potential,. 


Enough, at least, to encourage Bill Rusin to 


arrange for a representative of AYH to be in 
Warren this corning weekend for the Allegheny 
Outdoor Club's Thanksgiving dinner to be held 
at Camp Bullwmkle on Sunday, November 24,, 
He will show films of the Pitts burgh club's activ- 
ities and the activities of other hosteling clubs 
across the nation. 


It is my personal opinion that hosteling has 


much to offer Warren and Forest counties in con- 
junction with our tourism development program. 


Through it many bicycling clubs, hiking clubs, 


backpackers, primitive campers, crosscountry 
skiers, and snomobile clubs can be attracted 
to our area. 
Meaning, of course, that local 


residents who offer hosteling accommodations 
and rent various types of equipment (Allegheny 
Outfitters) will profit from the travelers. 


For all in all hosteling is not the type of thing 


that requires large investments to provide the 
required facilities, and it is a way of attracting 
the kind of tourist traffic that will draw the at- 
tentions of the heavy investors needed to build 
the motels and convention complexes we could 
certainly find use for in Kinzua Country.

The record doesn't speak for 


itself 
this season as far as 


Eisenhower's Knights are con- 
cerned. Indeed their 2-3-2 con- 
ference reading is far from a 
•winning record; however, the 
Blue and Gold staged a vicious 
battle in each and every con- 
test. 


The season finale was the 


brightest moment in the entire 
eight game schedule as Ike held 
the highly touted Silver Creek 
Black 
Knights to a score- 


less deadlock. This proved to be 
the only major upset in the 
Valley Conference as the Black 
Knights were favored by 20 
points prior to the game. 


All around team pride bests 


describes the Blue and Gold 
squad as every man gave an 
all out effort throughout the 
season. Nine different players 
scored touchdowns for Ike, at- 
testing to this drive and desire. 


The 
Blue 
and 
Gold was 


the toughest defensive team 
in the conference as they only 
allowed 45 points to be scored 
against 
them. Finishing in 


second place was Westfield with 
a 58 point deficit in the con- 
ference while Silver Creek's 60 
points placed them third. 


Ike also scored more points 


than they gave up in the valley 
with a 72 point total. 


Eisenhower also beat all but 


one opponent statistically. The 
Knights totaled 966 yards rush- 
ing to 718 yards rushing by their 
opponents. When it came to an 
aerial attack, however, Ike lost 
out with 372 yards against them 
and only 241 yards in their 
favor. In total yards Dee comes 
out on top 1207-1090. 


Quarterback Jamie Nesmith 


was a good passer for Ike with 
a 30 yard average per game with 
a three completions for eight 
attempts reading. Nesmith also 
ate the ball many times when 
in trouble along with bulling 
through the line on a QB sneak 
for those extra yards that Ike 
needed.

AP All-State team. 


Right halfback Bart Lohnes 


carried for a total of 322 yards 
in the Knight backfield. Lohnes 
transported the ball 72 times for 
an average of a little more than 
four yards per carry. He was 
also a honorable mention half- 
back in the Valley. 


Lohnes scored his only TD 


of the season in grand style 
as he ran 72 yards in the Frews- 


burg game for the six points. 


Fullback Dana Be yeler finish- 


ed with approximately a four 
yard average per carry for the 
Knights. Beyeler carried the 
ball 42 times for 176 yards. 
Beyeler, a transfer student in 
his senior year from Smeth- 
port, was a real asset to the 
Knight squad. 


Not only was he a power in 


the backfield, but he also staged 
an excellent defensive attack. 
He was a honorable mention can- 
didate in the conference also, 
however, 
defensively at the 


safety spot. In the scoring de- 
partment Beyeler chalked up a 
TD, but also gave the Knights 
the longest field goal in the 
county for the season as he boot- 
ed the pigskin 37 yards be- 
tween the uprights in the battle 
with Forestville.

House approved Thursday five 
bills that were part of a 14-bill 
package of implementing legis- 
lationto a new judiciary article 
in the state constitution. 


Approval came on the eve of 


the day which the lawmakers 
hoped would wind up the 1968 
session, but a partisan fight over 
remaining bills in the package 
could delay adjournment.

8. 


The PUC asked the federal 


agency to suspend the proposal 
for public hearings. The PUC 
said such hearings are neces- 
sary to ' 'protect the interest of 
the public in the affected areas 
of Pennsylvania." 


The state com-nission said 


the two trains provide the only 
rail service available at Millers- 
burg, Sunbury, Milton, Wil. 
liamsport, Renovo, Emporium, 
and other communities. 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 


Pennsylvania Human Relations 
Commission outlined Thursday 
a broad program aimed at re- 
laxing racial tensions in Penn. 
sylvanla's capital city. 


The commission, issuing its

based on population and density 
and place members of the minor 
judiciary on salaries, rather 
than allow them to keep fines. 


The House defeatedthree sep. 


arate amendments that would 
have upgraded the 
proposed 


base salary for members of the 
minor judiciary in sparsely pop. 
ulated areas, set at $3,000. 


The one bill affecting every 


county but Philadelphia and Al- 
legheny passed, 182-18. The Al. 
legheny County bill passed 192- 
8. Both went to Gov. Shafer for 
his signature. 


Three other noncontroversial 


bills dealing with the right of 
appeal were approved by a 
unanimous vote and returned to 
the Senate for concurrence in 
amendments. 


The House, which passed two 


judicial bills Wednesday had 
seven remaining to be acted 
upon, including one hotly dis- 
puted measure affecting only 
Philadelphia. 


Democrats were at odds with 


Gov. Shafer over whether the 56 
Philadelphia judges providedfor 
under the bill should be classi- 
fied in separate divisions. 


Although the dispute had only 


political significance within the 
state's largest city, it threatened 
to delay final adjournment of 
the legislature until next week. 


Under law, the 1968 session 


must end by Nov. 30, but law. 
makers hoped to go home Fri- 
day and spend Thanksgiving 
week with their families. 


In other legislative action: 
Teachers — The House com- 


pleted legislative action on a bill 
that would grant legal amnesty 
to teachers who struck in Pitts- 
burgh and Scranton, making 
them eligible for salary In- 
creases. The vote was 184-16. 


Salaries — The House de. 


feated a proposed salary in- 
crease for members of the Liq. 
uor Control Board and various 
other state boards and comrnis. 
sions. The vote was 70-71.

A desperate situation gave 


birth to a brilliant defensive 
maneuver by West against 
South's three no trump con- 
tract West contrived to paint 
a false picture for the de- 
clarer, which started the 
latter on his way to defeat 


The one no trump response 


by South is the indicated 
procedure with nine points 
and balanced distribution, 
inasmuch as the spade suit is 
not c onsidered biddable. 
North's raise to game is 
routine, for he has 19 high 
card points plus intermediate 
cards and an estafolishable 
five card suit. 


West opened the queen of 


spades and the king was 
played from dummy. A small 
diamond was led at trick two 
and declarer put up the queen 
from his hand. With a smooth 
motion unbetrayed by the 
least flicker of hesitation, 
West played the three of 
diamonds. On the next lead 
from the closed hand, West 
followed with the ten, and 
South — who had no reason to 
suspect the actual situation- 
ducked in dummy hoping that 
East had started with the 
doubleton ace. 


East was in with the jack 


of diamonds, and he returned 
a spade to dummy's ace. 
Since South had only eight 
top tricks, he led another 
diamond to drive out the ace. 
West had carefully preserved 
that card for a late entry, and 
he was in to cash a sufficient 
number of spade tricks to 
send the declarer down to 
defeat. 


-Observe that, if West wins 


the first diamond lead, he can 
subsequently be retired from 
the play. After the spade suit 
is cleared, South raenters his 
hand to lead another dia- 
mond, and the tuck is ducked 
around to East's jack. The 
later is unable to put his 
partner in, and declarer 
cashes sufficient diamond 
tricks to make four no trump.
